out the year, and there is in this respect no fault 
to be found with,any station except Au Ton and 
Sai Kung which bavé enffered from fever as 
before, ‘The railway work bas been in prograss 
during most of tho year and has provided work 
and wages for a Jarge number of men: a fow 
extra police were detuiled for railway work, but 
the conduct of the workmen las so fur been 
exemplary.’ The general . prosperity of the 
Yorritory snffored-a set back from the typhoon of 
September ihth, which, caused serious lows of 
Vigo und property, bat it does not appear that 
any widespread distress was caused thereby, 
Nor wos any difficulty experienced in collecting 
wost cf the Crown rent, though the Sbeung 
Shui district, which enjoys ap unfortanate proxi-
